Taxpavers Ass’n 
Gives Views On 
Special Articles 


Foreseeing a boost of $14 in 
next year’s tax rate, directors of 
the Andover Taxpayers’ Assn., 
acted as follows on the articles 
to come before the special town 
meeting at 7.30 p. m., next Mon- 
day night:

OWN MEETINGS URGED 


Proposal For 


Plan Will Be 
Introduced 
Monday Night 


For the first time in town history 
a secret ballot is assured on any 
article in the town warrant al 
future town meetings if a plan to 
be proposed Monday night at the 
special town meeting by John F. 
O’Connell, founder of the Andover 
Taxpayers’ Assn., is adopted. 


The plan provides that a secret 
ballot shall be taken on an article 
if proposed in advance, seconded 
and passed by a majority vote. 
Ballots will be prepared in ad- 
vance under the supervision of the 
board of selectmen. Distribution, 
collecting and counting at the 
meeting will be under the direction 
of the registrars of voters. 


Mr. O’Connell says his motion 
is in answer to what he believes 
is an overwhelming desire among 
voters to vote privately, but he 
feels the idea has never been 
tested because advocates feared 
voting would be slow. 


Under his plan every voter will 
be handed a strip of ballots on 
entering the meeting. Each strip 
is numbered and in two sections 
“Yes’’ and ‘‘No.’’ Voters will 
slip their ballots into boxes 
passed by the registrars, who are 
authorized to appoint additional 
temporary helpers to, expedite 
collecting and counting. Results 
are given to the moderator for 
announcement, 

Mr. O’Connell appeared at the 
meeting of the board of selectmen 
Monday night and asked them to 
prepare ballots if his article is 
approved by the voters,

fairly and scientifically ren-

The $14 tax rate increase for 
1951 is based upon the voters 
accepting the articles in the war- 
rant for the special town meeting, 
contemplated appropriations for 
improvements in the water system, 
increased costs of operating all 
town departments, and a decrease 
in funds from the state. 

As the tax rate is increased $1 
for about every $20,000, the break- 
down of the estimated increase is 
as follows: 

Schools; ($50,000) $2.50; sal- 
aries, ($100,000) $5., water im- 
provements, ($50,000) $2.50; in- 
creased operating costs, ($30,000) 
$1.50; lessened state returns, 
($50,000. est.) $2.50, total $14. 

At an earlier meeting of the 
association all of these proposals 
were discussed and under Article 
4, asking $14,000 for a $10 weekly 
increase for all full-time town 
employees, Chairman Roy E. Hardy 
of the board of selectmen stated 
that if this is voted it will not 
become available until after Jan. 
1, 1951, as Commissjoner Henry 
F. Long will not approve funds 
for pay increases made in the 
middle of the town’s fiscal year.

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However, if voted, it would be 
paid in a lump sum after the begin- 
ning of the next year and would be 
reflected in the 195] tax rate. 

Next Monday’s special town 
meeting was called at the request 
of the school building committee 
to act on the $1,200,000 elemen- 
tary school program. Before the 
warrant was Closed other articles 
were added. 

Town finances were given an- 
other jolt yesterday when word 
was received here that the state 
distribution from corporation tax 
will be about $50,000 less this 
year than was anticipated. 

A decrease was expected in 
next year’s distribution but this 
latest drop was not anticipated. 

Early in the year the state gave 
an official estimate of the sum 
local assessors could expect for 
1950 and on this they based their 
1950 tax rate, 

The latest word that the esti- 
mated distribution of $72 million 
for all Massachusetts communities 
had been pared to $58 million, 
means that Andover’s share will 
be about $48,000 less. This 
amount for 1950 will not be raised 
by taxation but will come out of 
the available funds in the treasury. 
Now local officials are looking for 
a larger decrease in 1951. 

Following a meeting Monday 
night the directors of the tax- 
payers’ association made the fol- 
lowing report: 

**Your board of directors esti- 
‘mated at its recent meeting, at- 
tended by the board of selectmen 
and town employees asking for 
wage increases, that the impend- 
ing tax rate would leap,not ‘‘rise,”’ 
a probable 38%. This notwith- 
standing the fact that the cost of 
living index has risen since Jan- 
uary 1949 only 3.8% or 5%. 

“‘Chairman Hardy, asked as to 
the accuracy of our estimate, said 
it was ‘optimistic’ to say the 
least, adding emphatically that it 
more likely would mount to nearer 
$15 per $1000, or 46% more than 
now. ... . .Our present rate is 
$36 per $1000. If the chairman of 
the board of selectmen is correct 
it will be almost doubled (less a 
mere 4%) or $51 per $1000. 

‘‘Look at your latest tax bill, 
add 46% and you’ll know where 
you’ll stand in the tax picture 
approximately one year hence.’’ 

After summarizing the proposed 
increases which total $14, the 
report Continues: 

**So, the figures shown above 
seem to justify Mr. Hardy’s es- 
timate, as unknown factors would 
easily account for the other dollar. 

“‘We, as your directors of the 
ATA, must remind all voters that 
60 % of the town receipts come from 
real and personal property owners 
and any general statements to the 
effect that the projects mentioned 
above represent only a smal] in- 
crease per family, is misleading, 
To 60% the burden will be stag- 
gering. 

**A goodly proportion of people 
who live in town and who will 
benefit by these expenditures 
won’t carry any of the financial 
burden,

DROPPING THE TOLL CHARGE 


Announcement that the New England Telephone & Telegraph 
company plans to eliminate the toll charge on all calls between 
Andover and Lawrence is pleasing news to a great number of 
Andover subscribers. 


Elimination of the unpleasant charge will be brought about by 
combining the two communities in a single extended service 
area in which all calls will be treated as local culls. 


A most pleasing aspect of the change is that Andover will not 
lose its identity. The exchange will retain its present name and 
all persons making calls to the town will still have to use the 
name ‘‘Andover.’”’ 


In the new extended service area Andover subscribers will be 
able to call about 32,000 more telephones in Lawrence without 
toll charge. The rates here will be increased slightly but they 
will be only those now in effect in the Lawrence area. 


The proposed change was taken only after considerable 
“‘sampling’’ of local opinion. Before the company completes its. 
plans it will make a survey of all its 4300 Andover customers. 


The issue has plagued the company and its Andover users for 
many years. Its settlement will be a distinct achievementon the 
part of J. Russell Dolan, local manager, who started working on 


this problem soon after taking up his present duties a few years 
ago.

If there were such an integrated 
area, one of our problems would 
be much simpler—building up a 
common defense against possible 
Russian aggression, And because 


but sheer ‘‘orneriness’”’ prevents 
the practical application. For the 
life of us we cannot see why there 
can’t be some sort of real union 
between England and France and 


the little Benelux nations of 
Belgium, the Netherlands and 
Luxembourg. We probably see 


some reason why the others might 
not want Western Germany in. 
After all, that’s quite a problem, 
with the other part of Germany 
under Russian domination. But 
the others—why not? 


Nationalism An Obstacle 

For two or three good reasons 
that to those concerned are irrefut- 
able. Why not a ‘‘more perfect 
union’’ along our lines—free of 
trade barriers, currency restric- 
tions, and with a single foreign 
policy? Well, there’s a_ pretty 
strong feeling of nationalism in 
each country, whatever its size. 
The war strengthened rather than 
lessened it, welding what were 
conflicting social interests into 
strong opposition against German 
occupation. And that feeling of 
nationalism leads to a firm belief 
in sovereignty—the idea that every 
nation regardless of size must be 
free to determine its own economic 
and political interests. 


Why Trade Barriers Stay Put 

Take, for instance, the matter 
of trade barriers. What is the use 
of these petty interferences to 
trade between nations? Why don’t 
countries get together and make 
trade easier? There’d probably’ be 
a lot more business done if goods 
could be sent duty-free across 
boundary lines, But put yourself 
in the shoes of a leading states- 
man of a foreign country. How 
would the employers and workers 
in your nation receive the idea? 
You probably wouldn’t hold your 
job for long, and you certainly 
wouldn’t get very far. Which group 
of workers would agree to be 
thrown out of work by foreign com- 
petition? All very well to argue 
that they’d be employed soon in 
some other industry. They’d be 
more than hard to convince, 


Who Wants Vo Give Up Industry? 


Let’s get down to practical 
cases. What government would 


advocate giving up shipbuilding or 
machine-tool making to a cheaper 
competitor? Nations are very re-

the United States give up its ship.

“hey’d be much cheaper, The 
answer is that we want our own 
yards, our own skilled workers and 
skilled crews for any emergency 
that might occur. The last war 
taught us that. And other nations 
fee] the same way. And the same 
goes for food and industrial goods, 
No nation wants to be more de- 
pendent on others than it has to 
be, 

And another fact is that there 
are too many possible snags in 
economic integration between 
nations. Every government dreads 
above all the danger of unemploy- 
ment, and the social unrest that it 
brings. For there the seeds of 
dictatorship might be sown. 


Conflicting Foreign Interests 

Take the matter of foreign 
policy. That has as many diffi- 
culties as economic integration, 
Presumably any political set-up 
must include Britain, France and 
Western Germany if it is going to 
be of any use. So let’s examine 
each of these. For centuries 
Britain has preferred not to be- 
come too involved in European 
affairs, Politically and_ strate- 
gically her interests have been 
best served by trying to remain 
free from European quarrels. But 
she’s been too close to stay out 
altogether. So she has maintained 
a policy of balance of power, 
giving her support to smaller 
nations who, like herself, feared 
the threat of a rising power. Such 
a policy looks devious because 
the allies changed as_ circum- 
stances demanded. So today con- 
tinental nations do not count on 
undivided or unquestioning British 
Support, 

France not only questions Brit- 
ish support, she is also mortally 
afraid of Germany, although any 
concept of Western Europe without 
Western Germany makes little 
sense. Recently the United States 


proposed that the Atlantic Pact 
defense committee should enlist 
ten German divisions to help 


defend Western Europe. The mere 
suggestion scared the French into 
a counter-proposal. They are in- 
sistent upon guarantees against a 
resurgent Germany. Even the 47 
millions in ‘‘free’’ Germany out- 
number the 40 million French. And 
German technical skill and capa- 
city for hard work could yet give 
Western Germany leadership in 
Kurope—if it would stop even there, 

And once Western Germany got 
arms and men its attention might 
be directed towards uniting the 
18 million ‘‘captive’’ Germans 
under Russian control, Thus the 
rearming of Germany might well 
precipitate the war that it is sup- 
posed to prevent, The French have 
good reasons for their point of 
view. Would such German troops 
be willing to pull back and defend 


France, well knowing that Ger- 
many probably could not be de- 
fended against a Russian ad- 


vance? 

Western Europe is a’convenient 
term to use, but it by no means 
includes the unity and co-opera- 
tion that we’d like it to.
